Land Use Survey Beains... 

A survey which wll test 
nore than three = million 
acres of land in 40 Michigan 
counties over the next 10 
years is underway. The ex- 
pansive survey is the result 
of legisiation my colleagues 
and | enacted last December. 

The survey will detail each 
soil’s land use capabilities 
and will be useful for land 
use and management de- 
cisions in housing. indus- 
trial or commercial develop- 
ment. planning and zoning. 
recreational or agricultural 
purooses 

Without the new legisla- 
tion. experts say that soil 
surveys in those 40 counties 
involved in the surveying 
could have taken as long as 
25 years. We simply could 
not have afforded to wait 
that long in some counties 
where land use planning is 
becoming important to the 
state's future welfare.
